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Before the Honourable Sir (harles Hedges, one of the Lords 
of the Admiralty, and other of Her Majeſty's Judges, on 
LTueſday the 8th of this Inſtant February, at the Marſpale 
Court in Sauthwark, for Ferovy, in procuring the Ship, 
called the Rainbow, to be ſunk at Sea. * 


Mſo, the Tryal of John Elms, for the Murther of Morgan 
Brampton, on Board the Ship call d the Adventure. 


_ Felony, for that in October 1702. he did cauſe a Hole to be cut in the Bottom of the Ship 

call'd the Rainbow, with intent to Sink her at ſome time before ſhe could pur to 
Sea, and to the end that having Inſured the faid Ship at a great rate, more than the Intrinſick 
value, he might thereby be a Gainer by the Loſs ; as having alſo put Goods on Board that were 
not ſalcable, to the great Damage of Trade, and the diſhonour of the Engliſh Nation. 

The firſt Evidence was one Richard Coe, who depoſed, 'That he was Partner with Mr. White, 
and to have halt the profit for Management of the Brew-houſe; and that Mr. White the 
Priſoner did put on Board the Ship, the Rainbow, ſeveral Tuns of Beer for Barbadoes, and ſome 

other Goods, as Wax-Candles, and Thread, and Neckcloaths; but that the ſaid Beer was mix- 
cd with Small-Becr, in which the Qneen was cheated, he having his Draw-back as ſtrong, a- 
mounting to 230 1. And alſo that the ſaid Mr, White did often importune the Captain to link 
the Ship, as aforeſaid, which the Captain ſometime retuſed ; but at length was prevailed with, in 
order to which while the Ship lay at Bell. Wharf, Mr. White did invite the Men and Officers to 

a Treat, and while they were on Shore, Mr. White, the Captain, and the Evidence Coe, did go on 
Board the Rainbow, and cut the Hole in the Rua of the ſaid Ship, Mr. White holding the 
Candle till the Captain did it, Coe fitting by while it was done; and that Mr. White afterwards bid 
the Captain fell ſome ot the Goods out of her at Deal,and being pur ſame Leagues to Sea, the Cap- 
tain did pull out ſome of rhe Oakum that ſtopt the Hole till an opportunity could be found, 
and that then thete was a Cry in the Ship that ſhe had ſprung a Leak, (Coe being on Board her 
all that time) and that after, it was concluded to go back again ro Plymouth or Portſmouth, and 
that in going back they were attack*d by a French Privateer, who they fought for 4 Hours, and 
made her ſheer off; ſogn after which the Ship Rainbow, overſet, and the Men getting into their 
Boat, wete taken up by Captain Upton in the Sidney -Frigot, and brought to Plymouth. He de- 
clared further, That tho ſaid Ship did afterwards drive to the Ramhead, and that the Captain was 
offer d by ſome Country- Men to have part of her Cargo ſaved, but he made flight of it, be- 
ing Oo 5 the contrary fot the Reaſons aforeſaid: He alſo declared, The Proviſions were 
ſnort and bad. . | 
The next Evidence was one Kilpin, who ſaid, He was ſuper-Cargo on Board for another Mer- 
chatit, and that he did go down to the Bonns and Plymouth to wait for the Ship; but ſhe ſtay d 
and loſt her Convoy, and came not till his Money being near ſpent, he travell'd a Foot again 
to Lendon, (having writ ſeveral Letters to Mr. IFhite, witbout being able to obtain Anſwer) and 
that then Mr. White ſent him on Board the ſaid Ship in the Domus; and that being ſome Leagues at 
Sea there was a ſudden noiſe in the Ship raiſed in the Night time, that ſhe had ſprung a Leak 
upon which both Pumps were employed, and the Captain telling them the Ship was not fir to 
purſue her Voyage till ſhe had been Dock*d : He agreed with Mr. Varren another Super-Cargo, 
that they ſhould go back, and that then they met the ſaid French Privateer aforeſaid, and fought 
him near 4 Hours; and ſoon after they got clear of him, the Ship overſer, and that Captain 
Upton taking them up, offered to tow the Ship to Plymonth; but rhe Capt: declined ir, ſaying, 
She is @ heavy Ship, and yours but light, and it may be dangerous for you. And the ſaid Rainbow dri- 
ving after wards into Corſon-Bay, the Capt. might have ſaved her, or at leaſt ſome of her Goods; 
all which be declined; but he knew nothing as to the Hole in the Ship; bur did not believe he 


receiyed that damage by the Privateer.

them a Bottle of Mr. White's Beer, which Coe commended, an 


El. NV ren, the oviict ſuper Cargo depoſed much to the ſame purpoſe, ſaying, That Mr. 
lud never declared to him at any zime null lately, that there vas ſuch a Deſign to fink the 
hip, bur that they fought the Privateer, and that he believed the Capt. did what he could in 
the Engagement to fave her: | 3 | N 

The Carpenter of the Ship ſaid, That he had been ſeveral times fore and aft, to ſearch her, and 
that he knew of no place kept lock*d(as Mr. Coe depoſed) w here the Leak was, but that he had pri- 
vilege to ſearch any where, cipccially after the out cry was made of her, having ſprung a Leak; 
but could perceive no ſuch Hole cut, and did not believe that it could be done as Mr. Coe had 
declared, tor that no Saw could be of uſe in ſuch a Place. He further ſaid, That the Proviſions 
were good, and they had enough of every thing but Small-Beer, and believed had they not 
tought the Privateer, they might kaſily have ſaved the Ship; aud that ſince his return home in 


another Ship, Mr. Coe had ſent to him, but he refuſed to go to him. . 


Another Evidence was the Mate of the Ship, who ſaid, That while the Ship lay in the 
River, hc had ſeen her 3 Foot dry, and had (as it was his Buſineſs) been round her to prove 
her, and never did perceive any ſuch Hole, nor did not belicve ir was poſhble for her to live iu 
ſuch bad Weather as the endured, if ſhe had ſuch a Hole in her; but he left the Ship in the 
Downs, and could ſay no furtlier. 

Mr. White alſo produced the Gauger, who declared that the Drink was ſtrong, and that it lay 
free for him, to taſte or Gauge when he would, and does not think ir fo mixed as Coe depoſed. He 
faid alſo, that Mr. Cce told him about a Week ſince in the Queen Bench Priſon, that the Capt. 
of the ſaid Ship a5k'd him why he woutd bring his Name in: And Coe anſwered, b:cauſe he could 
not take hold of White otherwiſe. 

Another Exciſe-man alſo declared, That he and ſeveral more of his Fraternity taſted of the 
Drink, and found it ſtrong; and that Mr. Coe had ſaid twas worth, when it came to Barbadoes,

r Mr. White produced another Evidence, who declared, That Coe had told him, that he would 


be Revenged on Mr. White, and would ſet the Inſurers on his Back, for he kad made up his 
Mouth with them, and never minded him. 


Mr, Weite called ſeveral to his Reputation, particularly Colonel Lee, a Man of a _ Eſtare, 


who ſaid, That formerly he had the Honour to command one of the King's Ships, and did not 


think it pra@icablc that ſuch a Hole ſhould be made, and that he had converſed with ſeveral 
Sailors, who were of his opinion; and ſaid, that he hav Yoo Me bite a long time, and ever 
thought and found him to be a man of Honour andi : 

Mr. Hatfield an Attorney, depoſed, That +43 emp: d by Cor, who being atreſted, was 
bailed by Mr. Mhite, and found that Coe deiig rear lr. / hire for the Debt; upon 


which he adviſed Mr. Y/hite to ſurrender Cove, wi: accordingly did, and he was carried to the 


Queen's-Bench. And ſaid further, That Mr. White once _—_ by his Houſe with Mr. Coe, he gave 
ſaid, What a pitry it was that ſo 
much ſhould be loſt, ſnying, There was to many Tuns of rhe ſame on Board the Rainbow, | 
It alſo appear'd that Coe had made an Affidavit in Doctors Commons, that only one third of 
the profits were his, whereas on the Tryal he ſwore to half. Mr. Y/hites Dray-men and 
Cooper teſtified to the Drinks being good. It likewiſe appeared that Coe always ſpoke well of 
Mr. //hite till now, and had {aid on Board of Ship, that he was an honeſt worthy Man. Then 
one of the Jury who was a Ship-Carpenter, deſired Mr.Coe once again, to tell how the ſaid Hole was 
made, and did not concur to his Relation of it : And it appeating that Coe was a Man but of littie Re- 
putation, and no other Evidence was plain againſt Mr. #Yhite, but ſush as was only Circumſtan 
tial, the Jury after a ſhort time brought him in Not Guilty of both Indictments. 


John Elms, was Indicted for the Murther of Morgan Bramten , Committed on Bourd the 
Adventure, Merchant Ship in Aargate-Road about Fuly laſt : by giving him a Mortal Wound with 
a Knite on his Breaſt of which he died inſtantly : It appear'd by the Evidence that it being the 
Priſoners Spell or turn to Pump he was to relieve the Deceaſed, but ſome words ariſcing they 
fell to blows for ſometime at Handy, cuffs, after which the Priſoner was ſeen to go after to his 
Hammack or Cabin as was ſuppoſed to fetch a Knife, and that ſoon after the Deceaſed was 
heard to Cry out, O Lord! O Lord! and did not live above three Minuits after, the Evidence ſaid 
he ask*d Priſoner why he had done ſuch a barburous Action, and he anſwered, that if | had not kil}'d 
him he would have kill'd me. It was alſo depoſ'd by another that he ſaw bim fling a Knife 

overboard. | 
The Priſoner in his defence ſaid that the deceaſed fell npon his Knife unawares; and that 
he was ſorry when he ſaw it done, ſaying further chat there was never any Malice between 
them bat that he Lov'd the Deceaſed as his own Brother, and that they were Meſſmates, and 
agreed all the Voyager very Lovingly, and it not appearing that any ſaw him gine the Deceaſed 
bis ſaid Wound; aud no Malice appearing the Jury found him not Guilty. |
